'LONDON, May 23.—(/P)—The air 


ministry opened an enlarged re- 
cruiting station far the Royal Air 
force in downtown London today 
as Great Britain pushed her pro- 
gram to meet Germany's chal- 
lenge with a three-fold expansion 
of her home defense air strength. 


The ministry announced it was 


taking "most vigorous steps" to 
keep abreast of the air force ex- 
pansion 
plans. 


Ten other recruiting 
stations 


are to be established in other 
parts of England and in Scot- 
land. Ulster and Wales. 


Their purpose was described as 


being to make "the way clear for 
prompt handling of the applica- 
tions'1 needed to provide 2,500 ad- 
ditional pilots and 20,000 skilled 
and unskilled workmen. 


Lord Londonderry, secretary ol 
state for air, commenting on the 
expansion plans made public yes- 
terday, said they had been "clear- 
ly welcome to the nation." 
"It doesn't reflect a policy of 


competition with other countries 
nor a race in armaments," he add 
ed. "We welcome Herr Hitler's 
offer 
of limitation, but at 
the 


same time we are carrying oui 
our declared policy not to accept 
inferiority to our neighbors in 
the air." 
He appealed for the "full sup- 
port and good will of the coun- 
try," adding "recruiting begins a' 
once; I appeal to the youth of 
the nation to join the Royal Air 
force."

AUSTIN, May 21.—WV-The rail- 
road commission today reaffirmed 
i"at its carload rate system, ap- 
plicable to the transportation of 
lotton in Texas, was not unlaw-

Th« decision climaxed a Wtter 
contest between interior and port 
cotton compresses waged for sev- 
eral years. 
The controversy also 
has been heard by the Interstate 
commerce commission.

Borah quoted from an Unnamed 
veteran of St. Louis who sent him 
a letter saying he was drafted 
from a $2,000 job and had had 
his 75 per cent disability com- 
pensation revoked by the economy 
act and waa now living with his 
family on the dole." 


Prefers Quick Payment. 
Thousands of others are living 


in tbe same way, 
Borah 
said, 
adding: 


"Would it be fair for the gov- 
ernment to say to them, notwith- 
standing you are on the way to 
a pauper's grave, we won't change 
the technical terms of your con- 
tract.?" 


Suggesting the "controlling rea- 
son" guiding the 
President 
to 


veto the bonus bill was the fear 
of "printing press money" 
and 
inflation, he asked: 


"Can anyone say 
that 
with 


eight and one half billion in gold 
in the treasury and one and one 
half billion in silver in the treas- 
ury, 
and with the credit of • the 
government 
behind it, that Is- 


suing $2,000,000,000 in currency is 
inflationary? 


"It isn't even starting with re- 


flection," he said, answering his 
own question. 


He declared no relationship ex- 
isted between this and the col- 
lapse of 
finance 
in 
France. 
France, he said, "carried it to an 
extreme." 


Bonus Not Inflation. 
Borah argued the Patman bill 
proposed no inflation, asserting 
the bonus currency would be back- 
ed by "gold and silver and every- 
thing else that represents 
the 
credit of the country," 


"It's true the banks have plenty 


of money," he said, "but it is also 
true that nobody can get that 
money. We've been 
endeavoring 


to get It In circulation for s'ev- 
eral years to restore purchasing 
power." 


Thfl Idahoan held the President 
in referring to him in his veto 
message, had quoted "a very hum- 
bU citizen" to the effect that tbe 


soldier can not be aided except 
as the. country itself is rehabili- 
tated."

"That statement was made 13 
years ago," he added. "But I do 
not modify 
my 
view. I don't 


think you can aid the soldier 
without aiding the country. If 
we are correct in the view that 
issuing currency will be in the 
interest Of the entire people it 
also would be in the interest of 
the soldier as well." 


Borah concluded that the Pat- 
man bill in its money provisions 
was "a step in the right direc- 
tion."

Duffy Explains Vote. 
Senator Duffy (D-Wis), follow- 
ed with an explanation of his pro- 
posed vote to over-ride the Presi- 
dent. He glorified in following the 
President, he said, believing that 
"when a general is selected to 
carry on a great battle, he should 
be given control of how that bat- 
tle should be fought." 
He had pledged himself, how- 
ever, in his campaign to vote for 
full and immediate cash payment. 
He added his action was not to 
be interpreted as a vote in the 
future for inflation.

Veto Approval Messages. 


As the senate debate progressed, 
the White House announced Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had received over 
1000 messages in repsonse to his 
veto of the bill. 
Exactly 30 were said to oppose 
the presidential stand. 


"One 
o£ the interesting things 
about the messages,' said Stephen 
Early, a Secretary to the President 
'is that many veterans stated that 
the president's 
speech 
changed 
their positions." 
He estimated about 75 veterans 


had telegraphed they now were 
against the Patman bill, although 
they previously • had favored It. 
New Bill In House. 
Even before the senate vote, 


Rep. Fenerty (R-Pa) reintroduced 
in the house the defeated Vinson 
bonus bill with an 
amendment 


providing for payment from the 
four billion dollar works fund. 
In its original form, the meas- 


ure — backed by the American 
Legion — provided for immediate 
payment of the bonus but left the 
method of raising the money to 
the administration. 


A former assistant district at- 
torney of Philadelphia, Fenerty 
voted for the fPatman bill origin- 
ally and yesterday voted to over- 
ride the presidential veto.

NIGHT OF TRAGEDY AND FEAST 


OF LOVE HELD IN MEMORY *

Wherever Christians Have Gone In Past Nine- 


teen Centuries the Eucharist Has Been Cele- 
brated-—Mysticism In Religion. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


There is one outstanding site In 
Jerusalem to which no intelligent 
Christian is likely to go twice. 
That is the 
traditional 
Upper 
Room of the Last Supper. 
It 
manifestly is not authentic, as 
even a superficial observer may 
see. Scholars know that it is not 
genuine. 


At the present time, the Upper 
Room is a Moslem mosque. Islam 
having wrested the site from the 
Franciscans in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, after they had held it for 
two hundred years. The present 
structure, 
which of course, is 


later than the several destruc- 
tions of Jerusalem is situated -in 
the southwest corner of the city, 
in what was long believed to be 
Mt. Zion. Recent archaeological 
investigation has shown of a cer- 
tainty that Mt. Zlon was at the 
southeast corner 
of 
Jerusalem, 


adjoining the Temple area. 
So this modern shrine, in no 
wise fitting the picture given in 
the New Testament, is proved to 
be historically impossible. The lit- 
eral Upper Room is gone forever, 
like so many of the most sacred 
places associated with the 
life 
and death of Jesus. 
It 
would 
seem as' if God would preserve 
the truth without danger of mere 
place-worship. We have the full 
record of the Last Supper in the 
Upper Room; wliy be concerned 
about the literal building? To- 
day the Upper Room continues 
in spirit wherever a company of 
Christ's friends gather to "do 
this in remembrance of Me.'1 


A Long, Long Trail. 
What is variously called the 
Eucharist, the Lord's Supper and 
the Communion is the outstand- 
ing and holiest sacrament of the 
Christian church. 
It has been 
sacredly kept from the very be- 
ginning. Instituted by Jesus Him- 
self, it was observed 
by 
the 
Apostolic, church; and has been 
maintained in unbroken succes- 
sion for nineteen centuries as the 
supreme rite of the church. What 
history of the ages is wrapped 
up in this memorial feast! 


To contemplate the present dis- 
tribution of the observance is to 
get a lesson in Christian imper- 
ialism. In every city, town and 
village 
throughout Christendom 


the sacrament is partaken of. In 
stately cathedrals and In humble 
frame or log churches the Last 
Supper is solemnly shared. Rich 
and poor, learned and ignorant, 
kneel In brotherhood at the Lord's 
table. In remote centers of paga- 
nism, the missionaries 
adminis- 
ter the sacrament to their con- 
verts—and I have never shared 
in more impressive 
communion 


services than some conducted in 
the heart of heathendom in a for- 
eign tongue. Battlefront celebra- 
tions of .the Eucharist are famil- 
iar to most Christiana who were 
in the world war; and travellers 
recall services aboard ship. This 
rite is as unbiquitous as.the Gos- 
pel.Supplanting; The Passover. 
/All that the Passover has ever 
meant to the Jews, the Lord's 
Supper means to Christians. As 
a good Jew Jesus and His group 
partook of the Passover before 
He instituted the bread and wine 
that were to supplant it in the 
practice of Christians. 
The momentous meaningfulness 


of His act was clear to the Mas- 
ter. An old dispensation of . types 
had come to an end. The Lamb 
of God Himself was about to be 
sacrificed, the complete and final 
Passover offering. The Scriptures 
explicitly state that it was in the 
light of His fore-knowledge of 
His death that He established trfe 
Eucharist, and uttered the fare- 
well words found in John 14-17. 
So Jesus—after the traitor Ju- 


das had left the company on his 
woeful errand—gathered His dear- 
est friends together in a cere- 
mony of uncommon intimacy. He 
talked with them 
about 
His 


leaving them, 
and 
comforted 


them with a promise of eternal 
home life that would never be 
disrupted by sin or sorrow. 


Wanting: To Be Remembered 
With tender 
wistfulness, 
the 
Master displayed a human eager- 
ness to be remembered by His 
dearest friends. He 
was 
going 
away from them; no longer would 
they have His physical presence 
to lean upon and to bind them 


j together. Personal grief at 
the 
prospective separation tore at His 
heart

brance of Me." This' was meant 
to be primarily 
a supper 
of 
memory, to keep the Master and 
His words in the minds of His 
friends. Its first significance is 
this backward look; the disciple 
should recall the Saviour's life in 
all its infinite meaning, and treas- 
ure His sayings. We may imag- 
ine the tender reminiscences that 
for years 
following 
were 
ex- 


changed by those who had known 
Jesus in the flesh, as they gath- 
ered about the table that would 
forever be called His. 
To the Christians of today this 
sacrament Is a reminder that we 
have a historical 
Christ. 
The 
day's drtft is toward an idealized 
Jesus, of sentimental significance. 
The Lord's Supper definitely re- 
calls His sturdy human life and 
labors and the definiteness of His 
words. 
While 
does induce a 
spirituality, it should also recall 
the reality of His person and 
mission and messages, Mystical, 
yet practical, is this rite which 
means in every aspect, ."Remem- 
ber Jesus Christ." 


The Goodly Fellowship. 
To the sorrowing group who' 
met with Jesus for the great fare- 
well in the secluded upper room 
Galley 23. S. Lesson May 26 th.. 
it was impossible to realize the 
uncounted millions who, through 
ages undreamed, would 
'gather 


about this Table 
of 
Memory. 
Even to modern Christians, who 
know the facts of Christian his- 
tory, it is difficult to realize the 
extent and depth of the Chris- 
tian communion in the 
bread 
and wine. Only the viewpoint of 
eternity enables one to perceive 
the reality of 
the 
fellowship 
which crosses all boundaries of 
time and space. It is 
at 
the 
Lord's Supper that the 
whole 
church displays its oneness. 


"We are not divided, all one body 


we, 
One in hope and doctrine, one In 
charity." 


Church union is a long way off. 
Indeed, it seems as if the elabo- 
rate efforts expended to acconv 
pllsh it are mostly wasted. For 
the reunion of Christendom will 
come as a by-product of Christian 
unity, and not as the result of 
hectio activities. 
And 
spiritual 
unity, which is growing apace, is 
more important than any eccles- 
iastical amalgamations. 
The one- j 
ness which the Lord's 
Supper | 
Symbolizes is the great reality. 


The Comforting Friend. 
Although His own heart was | 


breaking, Jesus devoted most of 
His discourse at 
the 
Supper 
which is emblematic of redemp- 
tion—His broken body and His 
shed blood—to words of comfort 
for His friends. As the sacra- 
ment points backward in memroy, 
and outward to the 
new 
and 
ever widening fellowship of dis- 
ciples so it points forward and 
upward in consolation and hope. 
While Jesus and His friends were 
to abide in one another in living 
spiritual fellowship, He reminded 
then that the day Is coming 
when they will all sit together at 
the marriage supper of the Lamb, 
in the kingdom of the Father. 
^Ixpiicity, in words that 
have 


been the comfort of broken-heart- 
ed for all the ages 
since, 
the 
Master reminded the group that 
He was going to prepare a place 
for them where no homes or fel- 
lowships would be broken up.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT GIVES 
HIS REASONS FOR VETOING OF 


PATMAN BONUS PAYMENT BILL 


WASHINGTON, May 
22.—VP)-V 


The text of President Roosevelt's 
bonus veto message to congress to- 
day follows: 


Mr. Speakpr: Members of the 


house of representatives: 
Two days ago a number of gen- 


tlemen from the house of repre- 
sentatives called upon me and with 
complete propriety presented their 
reasons for asking me to approve 
the house of representatives bill 
providing for the immediate pay- 
ment of adjusted service certifi- 
cates. In the same spirit of cour- 
tesy I am returning this bill to- 
day to the house of representatives. 
As I told the gentlemen who wait- 
ed upon me, I have never doubted 
the good faith lying behind the 
reasons which have caused them 
and the majority of the congress 
to advocate this bill. In the same 
spirit I come before you dispas- 
sionately and in good faith to give 
you ,as simply as I can the rea- 
>ons which compel me to give it 
by disapproval. 


And-I am glad that the senate 


oy coming here in joint session 
*ivcs me opportunity to give my 
reasons in 
person 
to the other 
house of congress. 


As to the right and the propriety 


of the president in addressing the 
congress in person, I am very cer- 
:ain that I have never in the past 
disagreed, and will never in the 
future disagree, with the senate or 
:he house of representatives as to 
the constitutionality of the pro- 
cedure. With your permission, I 
should like to continue from time 
to time to act as my own mes- 
senger. Recalls World War 
Eighteen years ago the United 


States engaged in the World war. 
A nation 
of one hundred 
and 


twenty million people was united 
in the purpose of victory. The mil- 
lions engaged in agriculture toiled 
to provide the row materials and 
foodstuffs for our armies and for 
the nations with whom wo were 
associated. Many other million* 
employed in industry labored to 
create the materials for the active 
conduct of the war on land and 
sea. 


Out of this vast army consisting 


of the whole working population of 
the nation, four and three-quarter 
million men volunteered or were 
drafted into the armed forces of 
the United 
States. 
One-half of 


them remained within our Amer- 
ican continental .limits. The other 
half served over-seas; and of these, 
one million four hundred thousand 
saw service in actual combat. 


The people and the government 


of the United States have shown 
a proper and generous regard for 
the sacrifices and patriotism of all 
of the four and three-quarter mil- 
lion men who were in uniform no 
matter where-they served. 


Now Policy of Care 
At the outbreak of the;war, the 
president and the congress (ought 
and established an entirely new 
policy 
in 
order 
to 
guide the 
granting 
of 
financial 
aid 
to 
soldiers and sailors. Remembering 
the unforunate results that came 
from the lack of a veterans' policy 
after the civil war, th'oy determin- 
ed that a prudent 
and 
sound 


principle of insurance should sup- 
plant! the uncertainties ;«nd. unfair- 
ness of direct 
bounties. At the 
same time, their policy encompass- 
ed the most 
complete care for 


those whb had suffered disabilities 
in service. With respect to the 
grants made within the lines of 
this general policy, the president 
and the congress' have fully recog- 
nized that those who served in uni- 
form deserved certain benefits to 
which other citizens of the repub- 
lic were not entitled, and in which 
they could not'participate. 
In line with these sound and fair 
principles, 
many 
benefits 
have 
been provided for veterans. 


During the war itself provision 


was made for government allow- 
ances to the families and other de- 
pendents of enlisted men In service. 
Disability and death compensation 
was provided for casualties in line 
of duty. 
v, 
Provisions Liberalized 
The original provisions for these 
benefits have been subsequen".y 
changed 
and 
liberalized many 
times by.the congress. Later gen- 
erous presumptions for 
veterans 


who became ill arfter the termina- 
tion of the war were written into 
the statute .to help veterans in 
their claims for disability. As a 
result of this liberal legislation for 


deal congresses for recovery pur- 
poses, he contended,- "has been 
predicated not on the mere spend- 
ing of money to hasten recovery, 
but on the sounder principle of 
preventing the loss of homes and 
farms, or paving industry from 
bankruptcy, of safeguarding bank 
deposits, and most important of 
all—of giving 
relief 
and 
jobs 


through 
public work to individ- 
uals and families faced with star- 
vation." 
He argued that "the veteran who 


suffers from this depression can 
best be aided bv 'the rehabilita- 
tion of the country as a whole." 
In advancing this contention he 
mentioned the fact that the same 
view had been expressed several 
years ago "by the 'distinguished 
senior senator frpm Idaho." 


"I believe the welfare of the 


nation, as well as the future wel- 
fare of the veterans, wholly justi- 
fies my disapproval of this mea- 
ure, the president concluded.

ating. In like manner the new four 
>illion dollar work relief act seeks 
to give employment to practically 
every veteran who is receiving re- 
lef. 


We may measure the benefits ex- 


:ended from the fact that there has 
seen expended up to the end of the 
Bsf fiscal year more than $7,800,- 
000,000 for these items in behalf 
of the veterans of the world war, 
not including sums spent for home 
or work relief. With our current 
annual expenditures of some $450,- 
000,000 and the liquidation of out- 
standing obligations 
under term 


insurance and the payment of the 
service certificates, it seems safe 
to predict that by the year 1945 
we will have expended $13,500,- 
000,000. This is a sum equal to 
more than three-fourths of the en- 
tire cost of our participation in 
the world war, and ten years from 
now most of tho veterans of that 
war will be barely past the half 
century mark. 


Civilian Workers Ignored 
Payments have been and are 


being made only to veterans of the 
world war and their dependents, 
and not to civilian workers who 
helped to win that war. 
In the light of our established 


principles and policies let us con- 
sider the case of adjusted com- 
pensation. Soon after the close of 
the war a claim was made by sev- 
eral veterans' organizations that 
they should be paid some adjusted 
compensation 
for their time in 


uniform. After a complete and fair 
presentation of the whole subject, 
followed 
by 
full 
debate in the 


congress* of theV.'United States, 
settlement1 was reached in 1924. 


Thls"'8ettlement provided for ad- 
justment in compensation during 
service by an additional allowance 
per day for actual service render- 
ed. Because cash payment was not 
to be made immediately, this basic 
allowance was increased by 25 ]ier 
cent and 
to 
this was. added 


compound 
interest for 
twenty 


years, the whole to be paid in 1945. 
The result of this computation 
was that an amount two and one- 
half times the original grant would 
be paid at maturity. 
Average Was ?1,000 ' 


Taking the average case as an 


example, the government acknowl- 
edged a claim of $400 to be due. 
This $400, under the provision of 
the settlement, with the addition 
of the 25 per cent for deferred pay- 
ment and the compound interest 
from that time until 1945, would 
amount to the sum of $1,000 in 
1945. 
The veteran was thereupon 


given a certificate containing an 
agreement by the government to 
pay him this $1,000 in 1945 or to 
pay it to his family if he died at 
any time before 1945. 


In effect, it was a paid-up endow- 


ment policy in the average case 
for $1,000 payable in 1945, or soon- 
er in the event of death. Under 
the provisions of this settlement, 
the total obligation of $1,400,000,000 
in 1925 produced a maturity or face 
value of $3,500,000,000 in 1945. 


Since 1924, the 
only 
major 


change in the original settlement 
was the act of 1931 under which 
veterans, were authorized .to bor- 
row up to fifty per cent of the 
face value of their certificates as 
of 1945. Three million veterans 
have already borrowed under this 
provision an amount which, with 
Interest 
chai-gcs, 
total 
$1,700,- 


000,000. 


What Bill Provides 


The bill before me provides for 


the immediate payment of the 1945 
value of the certificates. It means 
paying $1,600,000,000 more than the 
present value of the certificates. 
It requires an expenditure of more 
than $2,200,000,000 in cash for this 
purpose. It directs payment to the 
veterans of . a much larger sum 
than was contemplated in the 1924 
settlement. It Is nothing less than 
a complete abandonment of that 
settlement. It Is a new straighl 
gratuity or bounty to the amount 
of $1,600,000,000. It destroys the In- 
surance protection for the depend- 
ents of the veterans provided in 
the orig-ipal plan. For the remain- 
ing period of Men years they wil' 
have lost this insurance. 


This proposal, I submit, violates 


the entire principle of veterans 
benefits so carefully 
formulatec 


at the time of the war and also 
the entire principle of the adjuatec 
certificate settlement of 1924. 
What are the reasons presenter 


in this bill for this fundamcnta 
change in policy? They are so1 
forth with care in a number o: 
"whereas" clauses at the beginning 
of the bill. 


The first of these stales as rea 


sons for the cash payment of these 
certificates at. that time: That it 
will increase the purchasing power 
of millions of the consuming pub. 
lie; that it will provide relief foi 
many who are in need because o 
economic conditions: and thnt it 
will lighten the relief; and that i 
cities, counties and states. 
The 


second states that payment wil 
not create any additional debt. The 
third states that payment now wil 
be an effective method of spend- 
ing money to hasten recovery. 
These are the enacted reasons 


for the passage of this bill. Let me 
briefly analyze them. 


first, the spending of this sum, 


it cannot be denied, would result 
In some expansion of retail trade. 
But it must be noted that retail 
trade has already expanded to a 
condition that compares .favorably 
with conditions before the depres- 
sion. However, to resort to the 
kind of financial practice provided 
in this bill would not improve the 
conditions, necessary 
to expand 
hose industries in which we have 
ihe grcates^ unemployment. 
The 
;reasury notes issued under the 
terms of this bill we know from 
past experience would return quick- 
y to the banks. We know, too. 
.harthe banks have at this moment 
more than ample credit with which 
to expand the activities of busi- 
ness and industry generally. The 
ultimate effect-of this bill will not 
n the long run justify the expcc- 
atlons that have been, raised by 
those who argue for it. 
Belief Angle 
The next reason in the first 
whereas" clause is that present 
payment will provide relief for 
many who are in need because of 
economic conditions; and that it 
has i just passed an act- to provide 
work relief for such citizens. Some 
veterans are on the' relief rolls, 
.hough relatively 
not 
nearly as 


many as is the case with non-vet- 
erans. Assume, however, that such 
a veteran served in the United 
States or overseas during the war; 
that he came through in fine 
physical shape as most of them 
did; 
that he received an honor- 


able discharge; that he is today: 
hirty-eight years old and in full 
>ossesslon of his faculties 
and 
lealth; that like several 
million 


other Americans he is receiving 
from his government relief and 
assistance in one. of many forms 
—I hold that that able bodied 
citizen, ' should 
be accorded 
no 


reatment different from that ae- 
cordod to other citizens who did 
not wear a uniform during the 
World war. 


The third reason given in the 


first "whereas" clause is that pay- 
ment today would lighten the re- 
ief burden of municipalities. Why, 
. ask, should the congress lift 
hat burden in respect only to 
those who wore the uniform? Is 
t not better to treat every able- 
Bodied American alike and to car- 
ry out the great relief program 
adopted by this congress in 
a 


spirit of equality to all? 
This 
applies to every other unit of 
jovernment throughout the na- 
.ion. 


Raises Question of Finance. 
The second "whereas" clause, 


which states that the payment 
of certificates will not create an 
additional debt, raises a funda- 
mental question of sound finance. 
To meet a claim of one group 
ay this deceptively easy method 
of payment will raise similar de- 
mands for the payment of claims 
of other groups. 
It is easy to 


sec tlie ultimate result of meet- 
ing recurring demands by the is- 
suance of treasury notes, 
It in- 
vites an ultimate reckoning in un- 
controllable 
prices and 
in the 
destruction of the value of sav- 
ings, that will strike moat cruelly 
those like the veterans who seem 
to be temporarily benefitted. The 
first person injured by sky-rocket- 
ing prices is the man on a fixed 
income. 
Every disabled veteran 


on pension or allowance is on 
fixed income. This bill favors the 
able bodied veteran at the ex- 
pense of the disabled veteran. 


Wealth is not created, nor is' it 


more equitably distributed by this 
method. 
A ' government, like an 


Individual, must ultimately meet 
legitimate obligations out of the 
production of wealth by the labor 
of human beings applied to the 
resources of nature. Every coun- 
try that has attempted the form 
of meeting Its obligations which 
is here provided has suffered dis- 
astrous consequences. 


Cause of Great Trouble*. 


In the majdrlty of cases print- 


Ing press money has not been re- 
tired through taxation. Because 
of increased costs, caused by in- 
flated prices, new issue has fol- 
lowed new issue, ending in the 
ultimate wiping out of the cur- 
rency of the afflicted country. In 
a few cases, like our own in the 
period of the civil war, the print- 
ing of treasury notes to cover 
an emergency has fdrtunately not 
resulted in actual 
disaster 
and 


collapse but has nevertheless caus- 
ed this nation untold trouble!, 
economic 
and 
political, for 
whole generation. 


The 
statement 
In this same 


second "whereas" clause that pay- 
ment will discharge and retire an 
acknowledged contract obligation 
of the government, is, I regret to 
say, 
not In accordance with the 


fact. 
It wholly omits and dis- 


regards the act that this con- 
tract obligation is due in 1945, 
and not today. 


If I, as an individual, owe you, 


an individual member of the con- 
gress, one thousand dollars pay- 
able in 1945, It is not a correct 
statement for you to tell me that 
I owe you one thousand dollars 
today. 
As a matter of practical 


fact, If I put $750 into a govern- 
ment 
savings 
bond 
today 
and 


make that bond out in your name 
you will get one thousand dollars 
on the due date, ten years from 
now. 
My debt to 
you 
today, 


therefore, can not under the re- 
motest possibility be considered 
more than $750. 


Ill Considered. 


The 
final 
"whereas" 
clause, 


stating that spending th« money 
is the most effective means of 
hastening recovery Is so 111 con- 
sidered that little 
comment 
is, 


necessary. Every authorization of 
ependilure. by the 73rd congress in 
its session of 1933 and 1934, and 
every appropriation by the 74th 
congress to date, for recovery pur- 
poses, has been predicted not on 
the mere spending of money to 
hasten 
recovery, 
but 
on 
the 


sounder principle 
of preventing 


the loss of homes and farms, of 
saving industry from bankruptcy, 
of safeguarding 
bank 
deposits, 


and most important of all—of giv- 
ing relief and jobs through public 
work to individuals and families 
facc4 
with 
starvation. 
These 
greater and broader concerns of 
the American people have a prior 
claim for our consideration at 
this time. They have the right of 
way- 


There Is before this congress 


legislation providing old age bene- 
fits and n greater measure of se- 
curity for all workers against the 
hazards 
of 
unemployment. We 


nre also meeting thu pressing ne- 
cessities of those who- are now 
unemployed and in need of imme- 
diate relief. In all 6f this every 
veteran shares. 


Not K«licf Measure. 
To argue for this bill as a re- 


lief measure Is to indulge in the 
fallacy that the welfare of the 
country can be generally served 
by extending relief on some basis 
other than actual deserving need 


Tho core of the question is that 


a. man who is sick or under some 
other special disability because he 
was a soldier should certainly be 
assisted as such. But if a man 


Is suffering; from economic need 
because of the depression, even 
though he Is a veteran, he must 
be placed on a par with all of 
the other victims of the depres- 
sion. The veteran who is disabled 
owes his condition to the war. 
The healthy veteran who Is un- 
employed owes his troubles to the 
depression. Bach presents a sep- 
arate and different problem. Any 
attempt to mingle the two prob- 
lems is to confuse our efforts. 


Of Temporary Benefit 


Even the veteran who ,1s on re- 


lief •*!!! benefit only temporarily 
by this measure, because the 'pay- 
ment of this' sum to him will 
remove him from the group en- 
titled to relief If the ordinary 
rules of .relief agencies are fol- 
lowed. For him this 
measure 


would give but it would also take 
away,. In the end he would be the 
loser. 


The veteran who suffers from 


this depression can best be aided 
oy the rehabilitation of the coun- 
try as a whole. His country with 
honor nad gratitude returned him 
at the end of the war to the citi- 
zenry from which he .came. -He 
jecame once more a member of 
ihe great civilian- population. His 
nterests became identified with 
its fortunes and also with its mis- 
fortunes. 
;• 


Some years ago it was well said 


iy the distinguished senior sena- 
tor from Idaho that "the soldier 
of this country cannot be 'aided 
except as the country itself is re- 
habilitated. The 
soldier 
cannot 


come back except as the people as 
a whole come back. The soldier 
cannot prosper unless the people 
prosper. He has now gone back 
ind. intermingled and become a 
part of the 
citizenship^ of 
the 


country; he is wrapped 'up in its 
welfare or in its adversity. The 
handing out to him of a few 
dollars will not benefit him under 
such circumstances, 
whereas 
it 


will greatly injure the prospects 
of the country and the restora- 
tion of normal conditions." 


Settlement *'alr. 
It is generally 
conceded 
that 


the settlement by adjusted com- 
pensation 
certificates 
made 
in 


1924 was fair and it was accepted 
as fair by the overwhelming ma- 
jority of world 
war 
veterans 


themselves. 
I have much sympathy for the 
argument that some who remain- 
ed at home In civilian employ en- 
joyed special privilege and un- 
warranted remuneration. That is 
true—bitterly true—but a recur- 
rence of that type of war profi- 
teering can and must be prevent-' 
ed ip any future war. 


I Invite the congress and the 


veterans with the great masses of 
the American population to join 
with me in progressive efforts to 
root a recurrency of such injus- 
tice out of American life. 
But 


we should not destroy privilege 
and create new privilege at the 
some time. Two wrongs do not 
make a right. 


Task of Today. 
The 
herculean 
task 
of 
the 


United States government today 
is to take care that its citizens 
have the necessities 
of life. We 


are seeking honestly and honor- 
ably ,to do this, irrespective of 
class or group. Rightly, we give 
pcrferential treatment 
to 
those 


men who were wounded, disabled, 
or who became ill as a result of 
war service. 'Rightly, 
we 
give 


care to those who subsequently 
have become 111. The others—and 
they represent the great majority 
—are today In the prime of life, 
are today in full bodily vigor. 
They are American citizens who 
should be accorded equal priv- 
ileges and equal rights to enjoy 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness—no less and no more. 
It is Important to make one 


more point. In accordance with 
the mandate of the congress, our 
budget has been set. The public 
has • accepted it. On that 
basis 


this congress has made and is 
making its appropriations. 
That 
budget asked for appropriations 
in e.xcess of receipts to the extent 
of four billions of dollars. 
The 
r 


hole of that deficit was to be 
pplied for work relief for the 


unmeployed. That was a single 
minded, definite purpose. Every 
unemployed veteran on the relief 
rolls was Included in that pro- 
posed deficit—he will be taken 
care of oyt. of it. 
' 
I cannot in honesty assert to 


you that to increase that deficit 
this year by two billion, two hun- 
dred million dollars will in Itself 
bankrupt the United States. To- 
day the credit of 
the 
United 
States Is safe. But It cannot ul- 
timately be safe if we engage in 
a policy of yielding to each -and 
all of the groups th.at are able to 
enforce upon the congress claims 
for special consideration. To do 
so Is to abandon the principle of 
government by and for the Amer- 
ican people and to put in its place 
government by and for political 
coercion by minorities. We can 
afford all that we need; but we 
cannot afford all that we want. 


I do not need to be a prophet 


to assert that If these 
certifi- 


cates, due in 1945, are paid In 
full 
today, every candidate for 


election to the senate or to the 
house of representatives will in 
the near future be called upon in 
the name of patriotism to sup- 
port general pension 
legislation 


for all veterans, 
regardless 
of 
need or age. 


Another Veto Reason. 
Finally, I Invite your attention 


to the fact that solely from the 
point of view of the good credit 
of the United States, the complete 
failure of the congress 
to pro- 


vide additional taxes for an addi- 
tional expenditure of this magni- 
tude would in itself and by Itself 
alone warrant disapproval of this 
measure. 
I well know the disappointment 
that the' performance of my duty 
in this matter \yill 
occasion 
to 


many thousand of my fellow citi-« 
zens, I will realize that some who 
favor this bill are moved by a 
true desire to benefit tho veterans 
of the word war and to contribute 
to the welfare of 
the 
nation. 


These citizens will, however, real- 
ize that I bear an obligation as 
president and as commander-in- 
chief of the army and 
navy, 


which extends to all groups, to 
all citizens, to the present and 
to the future. I cannot be true 
to the office I hold if I do not 
weigh the claims of all in the 
scales of equity. I cannot swerve 
from this' moral obligation. 


I am thinking of those who 


served their country in the army 
and in the navy during the pe- 
riod which convulsed the entVe 
civilized world. I saw their ser- 
vice at first-hand at home and 
overseas. I am thinking of those 
millions of men and women who 
Increased crops, who made mu-

That destruc- 
tion carries with it all prop- 
erty values/represented by 
existing money. Only, those 
whose wealth is represent- 
ed by things—food—-cloth'- 
ing, household equipment, 
houses, lands, office build- 
ings, factories, mines, and 
so on—can save their pos- 
sessions out of the vast de- 
struction. And even 
they

PEACE AND SOCIAL WORKER 


DIED LATE TUESDAY 


CHICAGO, May 
22.—(/P)—Jane 
Addams is dead. Her long career 
as peace and social worker for 
which she 
was internationally 


known came to an end late yes- 
terday 
In ' Passavant 
hospital, 


where she died, apparently with- 
out pain, after a major surgical 
operation, performed last Satur- 
day for the. removal of Intestinal 
adhesions. She was 74 years old, 
With her death physicians dis- 
closed for the first time that the 
founder of Hull House—Chicago's 
widely known social settlement— 
was the victim of an Internal 
cancer, which had been known 
to them as far back as 1932, when 
she underwent an operation for 
the removal of a pelvic cancer. 


T!»e condition of Miss Addams, 
who was a Nobel prize winner for 
her efforts in behalf of peace, 
was disclosed in a bulletin issued 
by Drs. James A. Britton, Charles 
A. Elliott and A. H. Curtis. It 
said: 
'Miss Addams was operated on 
last Saturday for relief of intes- 
tinal obstructions. There was also 
present a cancerous growth. The 
obstruction was relieved, but it 
was impossible to remove 
the 
growth. The cancer was appar- 
ently secondary to a pelvic tumor 
removed in 1932."

Two Fortresses of Fame. 
Jane Addams erected two fort- 
resses of fame; her ideals of hu- 
maneness, an intangible 
strong- 
lold of the spirit, and Hull House, 
the tangible expression of that 
deal. 


The twain were born of a heart 


'illed with a desire to "complete 
the mobilization of the human 
spirit" by bettering the life of the 
world,'a desire which swept aside 
all barriers of race and religion- 
In her search for practical means 


of forwarding this ambition, Hull 
louse was her laboratory and like 
that building in Menlo Park from 
which the genius of Edison sent 
out devices to conquer darkness 
by physical light, so Hull House 
iecame the soUrce of social discov- 
eries, which sent rays of spiritual 
Ight into the darkest pits of civ. 
lizaton. 


The Illinois hamlet of Cedar- 
ille, alone, knew of her birth on 


September 6, 1860. Before her life 
;pan was much more than half 
completed the world was heeding 
he voice of 
an 
humanltarion 
whose passion for peace and jus- 
ice became known from the ten- 
ements of Halstead street to the 
ribunal of nations at Geneva. 
Was Militant. 


Miss 
Addams 
was 
militant 
against what she called' "the stu- 
id atrocities of contemporary life. 
ts arid waste, Its maahh'ie'lJs&'MJi- 
3WVits..p«e<Jless suffering and its 
lolitlca] corruption." Particularly 
was her influence felt In the fight 
or abolition of the scourge of 
war. . 


She founded one movement for 
world peace and was an active 
•articipant in nearly all others, 
ier study and work in sociology 
eft an imprint In many lands. 
Her "New Ideals of Peace" became 
a textbook of international friend- 
hips. 
She shared the 1931 Nobel peace 
prize with Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, 
president 
of 
Columbia 
Jniversity. 


Yet her pacifism was not con- 
ined to affairs between govern- 
ments; it called for tolerance and 
•eason between physical and spir- 
tuaj neighbors in every human

yet their armies slay

butcher. It Is they who are ra- 
natics, fanatical about power and 
7reed and killing."

Eleven Red Cross workers were 
sent last night to the various flood 
and tornado-damaged sections to 
expedite rehabilitation work. 
The Red Cross reported that a 
survey showed that 400 homes 
were destroyed or damaged by 
floods and storms In Texas and 
that approximately 
900 families 
wer* seriously affected 
bv the 
week end disasters. 


Texas' known dead reached 14 
today when the body of Mrs. E. 
O. Reeves, occupant of an auto- 
mobile which plunged over the 
crumbling free bridge at Burk- 
burnett during the height of the 
flood, was recovered.

brought across the bridge gap by 
breeches buoy.

the permanent school fund 
were "absolutely worthless 
and estimated the 
actual 
market value of all the bonds at 
70 per cent of par. 
The book value of the Donas 
was listed at $40,094,480 and grand 
total investments at $41,412,651. 
The report quoted a member of 
the board of education and the 
state and L. A. Woods, superin- 
tendent of public .instruction as 
stating that, in their judgment, the 
school fund had lost hundreds of 
millions of dollars because no pro- 
vision was made for accurately 
surveying school lands or to re- 
quire oil companies to make an 
exact mineral accounting. Identity 
of the board member was not dis- 
closed. 
The report stated that unless 
Investment policies of the board 
of education are changed "it is 
reasonable to assume x x x it 
will not be very long before the 
permanent school fund will be 
completely 
invested 
In 
bonds 
which are either worthless or at 
least of questionable value." 
The Inquiry concerned chiefly 
Investments in refunding bonds. 
Recommendation was made that 


the board of education be asked 
to cease immediately purchase of 
refunding bonds, that the board 
be provided with a bond expert, 
that a full time attorney be em- 
ployed to collect moneys due the 
fund and that steps be taken to 
reclaim the school lands unlaw- 
fully appropriated and that an 
accounting for. minerals removed 
be required. 
The departmental appropriation 


bill, pending before the governor, 
provides for a bond expert and 
attorney.Board Criticized. 


The board was criticized for 
failure to carefully Investigate the 
Financial condition , of school dis- 
tricts from which bonds were pur- 
chased. 
"Not In a single Instance did 
the board require an audit of the 
district's financial condition, nor 
an independent Investigation 
of 


Its economic condition or its abil- 
ity' to pay," the report said. 
Approximately 25 per cent of 
the bonds held by the school fund 
were classed as good, 25 per cent 
as fair and 50 per cent as "unde- 
sirable." 
"It is apparent that the Invest- 
ment policy of this and former 
boards has been, to say the least, 
very 
unsatisfactory 
and 
detri- 
mental to the interest of the per- 
manent school fund," the report 
continued. 
Nobody Concerned. 
The committee regretted that 
'nobody seems to be materially 
concerned in the losses which the 
fund suffered" and cited the pur- 
chase of $500,000 in canal bonds, 
proceeds of which were lost in 
lank failures five or six years ago 
with no attempt made to recover 
any part of the investment. 
A letter from the state auditor 
ittached to the report said he had 
58en unable to determine brokers' 
profits in purchase of refunding 
bonds but that reasonably accur- 
ate data indicated a spread of as 
high as eight points. 
"It is reasonable to assume that 


some of the refunded issues may 
have been bought as low as 50 
cents on the dollar," the letter 
said. _

Corporal Ernest Catchpole testi- 


fied he saw Col. T. E. Lawrence 
swerve his motorcycle at the time 
of the accident on May 13 to 
avoid an automobile, colliding im- 
mediately with a butcher boy on 
a bicycle. Lawrence, ho said, was 
riding along the Dorsetshire coun- 
try road at a speed of from 00 to 
60 miles an hour. 


A lad-who had been a compan- 


ion of the butcher boy. testified 
he did not see the automobile de- 
scribed by Catchpole. 


The most poignant moment in 
the hearing came with the testi- 
mony of Capt. P. C. Allen, the 
medical corps officer, who per- 
formed the post mortem on Law- 
rence's body. 


A. W. Lawrence, brother of the 
dead man. asked the doctor. "Had 
his recovery somehow taken place, 
what would have been his condi- 
tion mentally?" 


VHad he lived," Capt. Allen re- 


plied, "he would have been unable 
to speak. He would have lost his 
memory and been paralyzed." 
The brother later made known 
that Lawrence's will bequeathed 
him an estate consisting of about 
200 pounds (approximately $1,000), 
some investments, his little cot- 
tage at Moreton, the motorcycle 
on which he was riding at the 
time he was fatally Injured, and, 
some books and private papers.

Though citizens in half a dozen 
parts of ,the country like to dream 
that some day their sections will 
become separate states, federal of- 
ficials see little prospect that a 
49th star will go into "Old Glory" 
in the near future. 
Some people in 
"Texlahoma," 
"Absarkora," Eastern Maryland, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and Alaska, 
aspire to be represented by.that 
star. 
Even folk in New York 
City and Chicago have talked of 
statehood for those metropolitan 
centers whose affairs to some ex- 
tent are affected by "up-state" 
and down-state" influence In their 
legislatures. 
Among the 
"western forgotten 
people," living in 23 Western Ok- 
lahoma and 46 Texas Panhandle 
counties, the latest move for carv- 
ing out a new state is afoot. It 
would be 
called 
"Texlahoma." 
These people number 1,015,908 and 
the ones who desire statehood say 
their present status is unsatisfac- 
tory. 
In Puerto Rico, which has 1,543,- 
913 American citizens, there is a 
movement for statehood. 
The 
Puerto Rtcan delegate, Santiago 
Igleslas, has introduced a bill to 
that end. 
On the Territory of Hawaii, at 
the Pacific cross-roads, there is a 
strongly-voiced cry for the status 
of a state and Delegate Samuel 
W. King has introduced a bill 
for the purpose. 
The nation's second territory, 
Alaska, also wishes statehood. It 
has 69,278 inhabitants, not count- 
ing the 
agricultural population 


which migrated from the North- 
west. 
. '. 
In Eastern Maryland there was 
talk of separation after troops 
were sent there following a lynch- 
ing. People there are separated 
from . the rest of Maryland by 
Chesapeake Bay. 
"Absaroka"—a tribal name of 
the Crow Indian nation—Would be 
composed of the Black Hills ter- 
ritory of South Dakota, a portion 
of Montana 
and a section Of 
Northern Wyoming. 
Western North Carolina front- 
iersmen formed 
the 
state 
of 


"Franklin" back In 1788. elected 
John Sevier as governor, and car- 
ried on iti government until 1871. 
when the territory was recognized 
as part of North Carolina by the 
continental congress. 
Citizens of 
Western Virginia 
succeeded in breaking away from 
Virginia in 1861 and were - for- 
mally admitted to the Union two 
years later, 
Carolina was 
separated 
into 
North and South 
Carolina in 
early colonial days. 
Dakota ter- 
ritory was divided into North Da- 
kota and South Dakota and those 
states admitted to the Union in 
1889.All aspirants to statehood first 
must gain the consent of the peo- 
ple of their sections, of the legis- 
latures of states affected and then 
of congress.

TELLS MANS 
VETO ADDRESS GOOD 


KIWANIS INTERNATIONAL

SAN ANTONIO, May

Irving Fischer, professor of eco- 
nomics at Yale University, today 
termed the president's veto mes- 
sage on the Pat man bonus bill a 
statesmanlike address.

had personally opposed the bonus 
bill but on "other than monetary 
grounds." 
"There are better ways to ac- 
complish what Mr. Patman sought 
to accomplish, namely, to increase 
the circulation of money.

into law, would have 
caused 
excessive 
Inflation,

'It was a bad precedent and might 
have led to similar demands from 
other groups as the president em- 
phasized. True monetary policy 
should always be under control 
and not the result of arbitrary de- 
mands on congress," 


He expressed hope the omnibus 
banking bill would be passed and 
said the depression is nearing Its 
end due to restoration of credit 
currency.

Tere are the main reasons given 
today by President Roosevelt for 
vetoing the Fatman bonus bill: 
1. Full payment of tho bonus 


is not duo until 1945. 


2. It directs Payment to the 


veterans of $1,600,000,000 more 
than was contemplated In the 
1024 bonus net. 


3. It would not be an aid to 


relief because it would not im- 
prove conditions necessary to 
expand those Indutrslen In which 
there Is the greatest Unemploy- 
ment. 


4. The issuance of new cur- 


rency as the method of payment 
would raise similar demands for 
tne payment of callms of other 
groups which "Invites an ulti- 
mate reckoning In uncontrollable 
prices and In the destruction of 
the value of savings-'* 


R. Congress did not provide ad- 
ditional taxes to cover the ex- 
penditure of $2,200,000,000 con- 
templated In the bill.

resident, was dented ball Wednes- 
day afternoon at the conclusion of 
a habeas corpus hearing by J, S). 
Calllcutt, judge of the thirteenth 
judicial district court, and notice of 
appeal to the court of criminal ap- 
peals, Austin, was given. Ketchey 
had been in jail without ball on 
an indictment for murder in con- 
nection wlthUhe death of W. J. 
Towns of Corslcana who died at 
the P. and S. hospital, March 22, 
this year, following the sustaining 
of a number of knife wounds near 
Flynn, Leon county, the previous 
afternoon. 
The indictment, warrant, etc., 
were entered and a

ment related that Ketchey and a 
nogro, Frank Carrlngton, an em- 
ployee, met two men In a one- 
way road—had words about pass- 
Ing the cars, that one cursed the

negro. 
Details Belated. 
The statement further stated 
that one of the men advanced 
on Ketchey and that he cut him 
three times and the other ad- 
vanced and that he cut him. 


Ketchey is about 60 years of 
age and does not have the use 
of his right hand due to burns 
suffered several years ago. 
Frank Carrington, the 
negro 
with Ketchey. testified 
In the 
main along the same lines as the 
statement. 
He said he, left the 


scene of the trouble when 
it 
started. 
Towns was brought to the hos- 


pital here tho next morning af- 
ter receiving wounds the after- 
noon before, 
Loss of blood was 
attributed as the main cause, of 
deajth.

morning 'session were Bob Towns, 
brother of the victim, Corsicana; 
Arthur Warcing, funeral director, 
who brought Towns to Corslcana, 
and then handled the body after 
death; M. L. Bennett, Jr., county 
attorney of Leon county; Frank 
Carrlngton; 
eye-witness to

trouble and Dr. Logsdon.
